Co.’s weekly review of trade issued to- 
dav said in part . 
B ecause every prospect pleases, it is 
the right time to watch most closely 
for signs of trouble. 
But it is not easy 
to find rh« ‘in when the volume of busi­ 
ness is 62.7 per cent larger than last 
year and 75.5 larger than in 1892, the 
best of all years ex cept the last,or when 
failures continue the smallest ever 
known, or when the ex ports of staples 
begin to improve materially, or when 
railroad business is by far the best ever 
known, or when New York bankers ap­ 
pear in international operations, listen­ 
ing to a Russian inquiry and undertak­ 
ing a Mex ican loan. 
Even the indus­ 
trial disputes incident to the season 
cause less trouble than usual, the lar­ 
gest of them having been settled Thurs­ 
day bv the tinplate company. The Bank 


o f England finds it difficult to borrow 
m o ney from this side, and frankly 
raises its rate, while this country begins 
to ship fresh crops for which Europe 
will run into debt. 
Iron production in the first week of 
July was 263,263 tons, for the past two 
w eeks a loss, because a strike July 1 
closed seven Sheuango furnaces produc­ 
ing 1,200 tons daily, though it is ex pected 
to end today, and several other furnaces 
have begun production this month. The 
increase of 9.201 tons weekly in June, 
with a decrease of 80,400 tons in unsold 
stock of the great steel companies, im­ 
plies a production of about 1,128,690 
tons in June. Consumption would be 
1,209,090 tons and in the half year 
6,844,215 tons, but for the fact that 
steel makers 
have 
stocked 
heavily 
against orders running through most ot‘ 
the year, drawing from outside supplies, 
so that consumption may prove only 
ti, 700,000 tons, or even less. Prices are 
climbing, but only for the trifling sur­ 
plus not covered by contracts, so that 
quotations represent but an insignifi­ 
cant part of the actual business. 
It is 
of more importance that new orders, 
though very many, seem no longer 
equal to the weekly output, ex cept in a 
a few branches, while furnaces and 
other works practically abandoned for 
many years are being started again. 
In wool a great speculation is in prog­ 
ress. sales in two weeks reaching 22,- 
261,100 
pounds, 
against 
24,572,800 
pound." in 1897, when the buying was 
to anticipate new duties. 
It is worth 
noticing that no purchases by manu­ 
facture! s are mentioned, save one for 
400,000 pounds, though there is much 
calculation that “ the manufacturers 
must buy” at any price asked. 
W est­ 
ern frenzies some times make eastern 
markets, but, as a rule, consumers 
make prices m the end. 
In striking contrast w ith official and 
other wheat report* are the recorded re­ 
ceipts at western ports, 8,088,146 bush­ 
els in two weeks, against 1,471,739 last 
year. It is not strange that prices have 
declined D8 cents, and ex ports, flour in­ 
cluded, were from Atlantic ports in 
-illy thus far 4,185,914 bushels, against 
4,083,812 last year, and from Pacific 
ports 1,010,485,against 8 0 1 ,1 0 0 last year, 
besides 505,585 bushels this year from 
other ports. 
Corn ex ports are also surprising, 5,- 
:i;14 bifshels in two weeks, against 
‘2,557,098 dusliels last year, but less sur 
prising than western receipts, 10,512,- 
341 bushels, against 4,561,071 bushels 
last year. Nevertheless the price ad 
vaneed five-eighths of a cent. 
Failures for the week have been 169

year, and 24 in Canada, against 23 last 
year.

tary' the obstacles that have been en­ 
countered by his company in carrying 
out its concessions. 
The Chinese gov­ 
ernment was ostensibly held to be ob­ 
structing the concessionaires, but be­ 
hind that government and urging it un­ 
willingly on its course were toreigu in­ 
fluences, 
according to Mr. Parsons, 
which were striving to secure for them­ 
selves this concession. 
Mr. Parsous represented that an Eng. 
lisli company holding the concession 
for a ,line from Canton to Kowloon 
was prepared to unite interests with 
the American corporation [and effect a 
combination to maintain themselves 
against, these foreign influences. 
The 
British government would naturally look 
after the interests of its subjects and 
the American corporation asks Secre­ 
tary Hay to take similar action to re­ 
quire the Chinese government to per­ 
mit of the ex ecution of the concession. 
Secretary' Hay promised to lay the 
matter before the president. 
The American minister in Peking was 
instructed to use his good offices iu all 
proper ways iu behalf of the American 
company and to prevent injury to its in­ 
terests. There is no foundation for the 
report tnat this action is taken iu con­ 
currence with that of the British gov­ 
ernment. 
There has been no commu­ 
nication between the two governments 
in regard to the matter, and no joint 
action has been asked for by the Ameri­ 
can company and none lias been recom­ 
mended.

year aud 75.5 larger than in 1892, the 
best of all years except the last,or when 
failures continue the smallest ever 
known, or when the exports of staples 
begin to improve materially, or when 
railro a d business is by far the best ever 
known, or when New York bankers ap­ 
pear in international operations, listen­ 
ing to a Russian inquiry and undertak­ 
ing a Mexican loan. 
Even the indus­ 
trial disputes incident to the season 
cause less trouble than nsoal, the lar­ 
gest of them having been settled Thurs­ 
day by the tinplate company. The Bauk 
of E n g la n d duds it difficult to borrow 
m oney from this side, and frankly 
raises its rate, while this country begins 
to ship fresh crops for which Europe 
will run into debt. 
Iron production in the first week of 
July was 263,263 tons, for the past two 
w eeks a loss, because a strike July I 
closed seven Sheuaugo furnaces produc­ 
ing 1,200 tons daily, though it is expected 
to end today, and several other furnaces 
have begun production this month. The 
increase of 9,201 tons weekly in June, 
with a decrease of 80,400 tons in unsold 
stock of the great steel companies, im­ 
plies a production of about 1,128,690 
tons in June. Consumption would be 
1,209,090 tons and in the half year 
6,844,215 tons, blit for the fact that 
steel makers 
have 
stocked 
heavily 
against orders running through most of 
the year, drawing from outside supplies, 
so that consumption may prove only 
ti, TOO,OOO tons, or even less. Prices are 
climbing, but only for the trifling sur­ 
plus not covered by contracts, so that 
quotations represent but an insignifi­ 
cant part of the actual business. 
It is 
of more importance that new orders, 
though very many, seem no longer 
equal to the* weekly output, except in a 
a few brandies, while furnaces and 
other works practically abandoned for 
many years are being started again. 
In wool a great speculation is in prog­ 
ress, sales iu two weeks reaching 22,- 
261,100 
pounds, 
against 
24,572,800 
pounds in lap;, when the buying was 
to anticipate new duties. It is worth 
noticing that no purchases by manu­ 
facture! s are mentioned, save one for 
400,000 pounds, though there is much 
calculation that “ the manufacturers 
must buy” at any price asked. 
W est­ 
ern frenzies some times make eastern 
markets, but, aa a rule, consumers 
make prices in the end. 
Iu striking contrast w ith official and 
other wheat report* are the recorded re­ 
ceipts at western ports, 8,088,146 bush­ 
els in two weeks, against 1,471,739 last 
year. It is not strange that prices have 
declined I r8 cents, and exports, flour in­ 
cluded, were from Atlantic ports in 
July thus far 4,185,914 bushels, against 
4,083,312 last year, and from Pacific 
ports 1.010,485,against 801,100 last year, 
besides 505,585 bushels this year from 
other ports. 
Corn exports are also surprising, 5, 
815,214 bushels in two weeks, against 
2,557,098 dushels last year, but less sur 
prising than western receipts, 10,512,- 
341 b u sh els, against 4,561,071 bushels 
last year. Nevertheless the price ad­ 
vanced five-eighths of a cent. 
Failures for the week have been 169 
iu the United States, against 215 last 
year, and 24 in Canada, against 23 last 
year. 
L o n d o n , July 15 — The Statist in its 
article on the money outlook today said 
in part: 
^ “The Bauk of England has raised the 
bank rate from 3 to 3 [2 per cent and to 
L per cent for short advances. 
There 
was some question whether the general 
fate should be put up to 4, but it was 
finally decided that ail advance of >2

‘ * This step was practically forced upon 
toe bank by further heavy reductions in 
the reserves of the New York banks

question, but brought London to face 
the possibility of New York taking 
money from Europe so soon as wheat 
begins to move freely.” 


W ashington, July 15. — Secretory 
Hay received a call from W. Barclay 
Parsons, the engineer representing the 
American railway concessionaires Con­ 
trolling the projected railroad from Can­ 
ton to Hankow, China. 
Mr. Parsons 
explained at some length to the .secre­ 
tary the obstacles that have been en­ 
countered by his company in carrying 
out its concessions. The Chinese gov­ 
ernment wras ostensibly held to be ob­ 
structing the concessionaires, but be­ 
hind that government and urging it un­ 
willingly on its course were foreign in­ 
fluences, 
according to Mr. Parsons, 
which w ere striving to secure for them­ 
selves this concession. 
Mr. Parsons represented that an Eng. 
lisli company holding the concession 
for a , hue from Canton to Kowloon 
was prepared to unite interests with 
the American corporation [and effect a 
combination to maintain themselves 
against, these foreign influences. 
Tile 
British government would naturally look 
after the interests of its subjects aud 
the American corporation asks Secre­ 
tary Hay to take similar action to re­ 
quire the Chinese government to per­ 
mit of the execution of the concession. 
Secretary Hay promised to lay the 
matter before the president. 
The American minister in Peking was 
instructed to use his good offices in all 
proper ways in behalf of the American 
company and to prevent injury to its in­ 
terests. 
There is no foundation for the 
report that this action is taken in con­ 
currence with that of the British gov­ 
ernment. There has been no commu­ 
nication between the two governments 
in regard to the matter, and no joint 
action has been asked for by the Ameri­ 
can company and none has been recom­ 
mended.

One of th e most remarkable reunions 
ever projected is being q uietly arrang­ 
ed for among th e survivors of th e fa­ 
mous Kuklux Klan, to l» e beld in At­ 
lanta, Oa., during th e summer. 
Th e 
affair h as been made public to only a 
few outside th e survivors, and th ose 
engaged in getting up th e gath ering 
h ave not made th eir object known to 
th e press, th is being th e first publish ed 
notice of it, say s th e St. Louis Globe- 
Dernocrat. 
Th e Kuklux Klan was th e most for­ 
midable organization ever formed in 
th e United States for th e purpose of 
puni.sh ing crime outside th e courts, 
and th e freq uent ly nch iugs th at h ave 
recently occurred h ave revived th e 
memories of th e reign of terror wh ich 
exi.sted from afxout 
to tlie early 
seventies. 
In th e broth erh ood were 
included tlie names of many of tlie 
leading imui of tlie state, and such was 
its widespread iiiilueiice th at national 
legislation was req uired to break up 
th e klan and put a stop to lawless 
deeds. 
Wh en first organized, th e object was 
to protect life and property among th e 
law abiding class from th e ruth less 
deiiredations of th e outlaws wh o In­ 
fested th e country . 
Such was th e 
ch aotic condition of affairs th at no- 
boily felt secure, so th e originators of 
th e klan determined to administer 
swift and spieedy Justice to such crim­ 
inals as deserved punish ment, and th e 
iieualty was graduated according to 
th e ch aracter of th e crime. Sometimes 
It was simply a warning to leave th e 
community with in a given time, at 
oth ers th e lash was administered, and 
in extreme cases death was meted out 
to tlie offender. 
Wh ile at th e beginning it undoubted­ 
ly exerted a salutary influence in q uell­ 
ing tlie lawless element and In th e pro­ 
tection of life and property , still by 
degrees unscrupulous men took advan­ 
tage of th e terrible and my sterious 
reputation of th e Kuklux Klan to 
avenge tlimnselves upon 
th ose 
for 
wliom th ey h ad conceived enmity , and 
It tinally degenerated into a gang of 
d(*sp<‘radocs th at were worse th an th e 
element wh ich it sough t to punish . 
It was no infreq uent occurrence dur­ 
ing th e latter day s of th e klan for 
some pt'aceful citizen to be taken from 
h is h ome and maltreated by a gang of 
rudicus. led by some member wh o h ad 
dicided th at it would be for h is per- 
onal gain th at th e citizen sh ould be 
made to leave th e community . 
Th e iufiueuce of th e klaii was wide­ 
spread, and th e members were bound 
by th e most solemn and terrible oath s 
to keei> th e secrets of th e order, with 
th e penalty of speedy and dreadful 
punish ment for violation of th eir vows. 
No man was sure wh eth er or not h is 
peaceable and ch urch golng neigh bor 
was a member of th e klan unless h « 
h ap[>ened to be h imself a member. 
Th eir meetings were h eld In secluded 
places, and each particular division h ad 
Its own rendezvous, wh ere th e mem­ 
bers wouh l gath er for consultation be­ 
fore taking steps to avenge some wrong 
or to punish some offender, or after th e 
deed h ad l>een done to take steps to 
conceal th e identity of such ' as migh t 
i>e susiH*cted. or to rescue some mem 
h er wh o h ad been appreh ended and 
was likely to suffer th e conseq uences. 
Wh en on some visitatioo th e mem 
bers alway s went disguised, a favorite 
meth od being to cloth e th e upper per 
tioiis of th eir bodies in wh ite, with ey e­ 
h oles and breath ing places cut in th e 
h eaddress, and mounted on h orses, 
often painted in picturesq ue colors, 
th ey would ride solemuly past th e 
plantations at th e dead of nigh t, strik­ 
ing terror Into all wh o beh eld th em 
and especially th e superstitious ne­ 
groes, wh o h ad not been emancipated 
f-om 
slavery 
and 
ignorance 
long 
enough to be able to take a logical view 
of matters. 
Th ey were alway s well armed, and 
unless th e victim received timely no­ 
tice of th eir coining, so as to seek safe­ 
ty in tligh t, th e case was h opeless and 
resistance ont of th e q uestion. At first 
punish ineut was only inflicted on th e 
male population wh o h ad laid th em­ 
selves liable by some serious offense, 
but to wan! th e last even women, wh o 
h ad become objectionable to some par­ 
ty , were strliiped and l>eaten by un­ 
principled men and forced to leave 
th eir h umble Uomes and seek refuge 
in some oth er community . 
Among th e notorious leaders of th e 
Georgia klan were four men, only one 
of wh om is alive, th e oth ers h aving 
met with violent death s. 
Th ey were 
Joh n I^wrence, in th e western part of 
th e state, th e most notorious man in 
th e entire klan; Joh n Gomlllan, in th e 
eastern portion, and Berry Daniel and 
Jim Gay in th e south ern portion. Joh n 
Lawrence is th e only one wh o remains 
alive, and h e is a decutv gberlfl in th e 


western i>art of Texas and' visited h is 
(.Id h ome at West Point a sh ort time 
ago. h is identity being known only to 
u'few wh o h ad been well acq uainted 
» :rid associated with h im in by gone 
♦lay s. 
it is doubt fill if at th e coming reun­ 
ion of th e survivors of th e "K. K. K.” 
th ere will be many reminiscences given 
out to th e public, as th e affair is being 
managed very q uietly , but it will be a 
novel gath ering, and th ose wh o particl- 
f» ate migh t tell some th rilling stories 
h ad th ey a mind to reveal th e episodes 
of th e past.

Th ey take th e color of wh at­ 
ever object th ey may be resting o n- 
brown for w<;od. green if on a leaf, 
placed in a blue glass jar th ey will be­ 
come bine. Th ey may be h eard but not 
seen, so cJo.^ely in color do th ey resem­ 
ble wh atever th ey may h ave perch ed up­

Th ey are called weath er frogs be­ 
cause at th e approach of rainy or 
ch angealiJe weath er th ey jump into th e 
water, at th e approach of clear weath er 
th ey come ont again. 
In captivity th e weath er frog is kept 
in a glass jar or globe, wh ich is cover­ 
ed at th e top with a wire screen.

ter is put in th e bottom of th e jar, and 
at a convenient h eigh t is placed some­ 
th ing for th e little frog to jnmp up on. 
Th e weath er frog in captivity is fed on 
flies in summer and in winter on meal 
worms.

FAMOUS KUKLUX KUN. 


Survivors of the Bands Arrang­ 
ing a Reunion. 


WILL ASSEMBLE IN ATLANTA, GA.

One of the most remarkable reunions 
ever projected Is being quietly arrang­ 
ed for among the survivors of the fa­ 
mous Kuklux Klan, to be beld in At­ 
lanta, Ga., during the summer. 
The 
affair has been made public to only a 
few outside the survivors, and those 
engaged in getting up the gathering 
have not made their object known to 
the press, this being the first published 
notice of it, says the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 
The Kuklux Klan was the most for­ 
midable organization ever formed in 
the United States for the purpose of 
punishing crime outside the courts, 
and the frequent lynchings that have 
recently occurred have revived the 
memories of the reign of terror which 
existed from about 1865 to the early 
seventies. 
In the brotherhood were 
Included the names of many of the 
leading men of the state, and such was 
its widespread Influence that national 
legislation was required to break up 
the klan aud put a stop to lawless 
deeds. 
When first organized, the object was 
to protect life aud property among the 
law abiding class from the ruthless 
depredations of the outlaws who in­ 
fested the country. 
Such was the 
chaotic condition of affairs that no­ 
body felt secure, so the originators of 
the klan determined to administer 
swift and speedy Justice to such crim­ 
inals as deserved punishment, and the 
penalty was graduated according to 
the character of the crime. Sometimes 
it was simply a warning to leave the 
community within a given time, at 
others the lash was administered, and 
in extreme cases death was meted out 
to the offender. 
While at the beginning it undoubted­ 
ly exerted a salutary influence in quell­ 
ing the lawless element and in the pro­ 
tection of life and property, still by 
degrees unscrupulous men took advan­ 
tage of the terrible and mysterious 
reputation of the Kuklux Klan to 
avenge themselves upon those for 
whom they had conceived enmity, and 
it finally degenerated into a gang of 
desperadoes that were worse than the 
element which it sought to punish. 
It was no infrequent occurrence dur­ 
ing the latter days of the klan for 
some peaceful citizen to be taken from 
his home and maltreated by a gang of 
ruffle us. led by some member who had 
decided that it would be for his per­ 
sonal gain that the citizen should be 
made to leave the community. 
The influence of the klan was wide­ 
spread, and the members were bound 
by the most solemn and terrible oaths 
to keep the secrets of the order, with 
the penalty of speedy and dreadful 
punishment for violation of their vows. 
No man was sure whether or not his 
peaceable and churchgoing neighbor 
was a member of the klsn unless he 
happened to be himself a member. 
Their meetings were held in secluded 
places, and each particular division had 
its own rendezvous, whore the mem­ 
bers would gather for consultation be­ 
fore taking steps to avenge some wrong 
or to punish some offender, or after the 
deed had been done to take steps to 
conceal the identity of such as might 
be suspected, or to rescue some mem­ 
ber who had been apprehended and 
w’as likely to suffer the consequences. 
When on some visitation the mem­ 
bers always went disguised, a favorite 
method being to clothe the upper por­ 
tions of their bodies in white, with eye­ 
holes aud breathing places cut in the 
headdress, and mounted on horses, 
often painted in picturesque colors, 
they would ride solemnly past the 
plantations at the dead of night, strik­ 
ing terror into all who beheld them 
and especially the superstitious ne­ 
groes, who had not been emancipated 
f-orn 
slavery 
aud 
ignorance 
long 
enough to be able to take a logical view 
of matters. 
They were always well armed, and 
unless the victim received timely no­ 
tice of their coming, so as to seek safe­ 
ty in flight, the case was hopeless aud 
resistance out of the question. At first 
punishment was only inflicted on the 
male population who had laid them­ 
selves liable by some serious offense, 
but toward the last even women, who 
had become objectionable to some par­ 
ty, w-ere stripped and beaten by un­ 
principled men and forced to leave 
their humble homes and seek refuge 
in some other community. 
Among the notorious leaders of the 
Georgia klan were four men, only one 
of whom is alive, the others having 
met with violent deaths. 
They were 
John Lawrence, in the western part of 
the state, the most notorious man in 
the entire klan; John Gomillan, in the 
eastern portion, and Berry Daniel and 
Jim Gay in the southern portion. John 
lawrence is the only one who remains 
alive, and he is a deputy sheriff in the 


western part of Texas and’ visited his 
old home at West Point a short time 
jigo, his identity being known odI.v to 
u few who had been well acquainted 
$;rid associated with him in bygone 
days. 
It is doubtful if at the coming reun­ 
ion of the survivors of the "K. K. K.” 
there will be many reminiscences given 
out to the public, as the affair is beiDg 
managed very quietly, but it will be a 
novel gathering, and those who partici­ 
pate might tell some thrilling stories 
had they a mind to reveal the episodes 
of the past.

WEATHER FROGS. 


S n a il L iv in g B a r o m e te r * W h lefc A re 
Im p o r te d F ro m G e rm a n y . 
Attached to a glass sided box seen in a 
bird store window was a placard mark­ 
ed “ Weather Frogs.” Within the box. 
perched on two long wooden rods, plac­ 
ed lengthwise of it and nearer the top 
than the bottom, like the higher perches 
in a birdcage, were a number of the 
weather frogs themselves. Some just 
then were brown, and one was green. 
They were little tree frogs of a kind 
found through Europe, those in the 
window having been imported from 
Germany. 
When full grown, these tiny tree 
frogs may be little more than an inch 
in length. They take the color of what­ 
ever object they may be resting on— 
brown for wood, green if on a leaf; 
placed in a blue glass jar they will be­ 
come blue. They may be heard but not 
seen, so closely in color do they resem­ 
ble whatever they may have perched up­ 
on. 
They are called weather frogs be­ 
cause at the approach of rainy or ; 
changeable weather they jump into the 
water, at the approach of clear weather 
they come out again. 
In captivity the weather frog is kept 
in a glass jar or globe, which is cover­ 
ed at the top with a wire screen. Wa­ 
ter is put in the bottom of the jar, and 
at a convenient height is placed some­ 
thing for the little frog to jump up on. 
The weather frog in captivity is fed on 
flies in summer and in winter on meal 
worms. 
Its food must be alive. Weath­ 
er frogs sell here at retail for 20 cents 
apiece. 
Considerable numbers of them 
are brought to this country.— New 
York Sun.

One of the most remarkable reunions 
ever projected is tieing quietly arrang­ 
ed for among the survivors of the fa­ 
mous Kuklux Klan, to tie beld in At­ 
lanta, Ga., during the summer. 
The 
affair lias been made public to only a 
few outside the survivors, and those 
engaged in getting up the gathering 
have not made their object known to 
the press, this tieing the first published 
notice of it, says the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 
The Kuklux Klan was the most for­ 
midable organization ever formed in 
the United States for the purpose of 
punishing crime outside the courts, 
and the frequent lynchings that have 
recently occurred have revived the 
memories of the reign of terror which 
existed from about lS»Jo to tile early 
seventies. 
In the brotherhood were 
included the names of many of tile 
leading men of the state, and such was 
its widespread Influence that national 
legislation was required to break up 
the klan aud put a stop to lawless 
deeds. 
When first organized, the object was 
to protect life aud property among the 
law abiding class from the ruthless 
depredations of the outlaws who in­ 
fested the country. 
Such was the 
chaotic condition of affairs that no­ 
body felt secure, so the originators of 
the klan determined to administer 
swift and speedy justice to such crim­ 
inals as deserved punishment, and the 
penalty was graduated according to 
the character of the crime. Sometimes 
it was simply a warning to leave the 
community within a given time, at 
others the lash was administered, and 
in extreme cases death was meted out 
to the offender. 
While at the beginning it undoubted­ 
ly exerted a salutary influence in quell­ 
ing tile lawless element and in the pro­ 
tection of life and property, still by 
degrees unscrupulous men took advan­ 
tage of tile terrible and mysterious 
reputation of the Kuklux Klan to 
avenge themselves upon those for 
whom they had conceived enmity, and 
It finally degenerated into a gang of 
desperadoes that were worse than the 
element which it sought to punish. 
It was no infrequent occurrence dur­ 
ing the latter days of the klan for 
some peaceful citizen to be taken from 
his home and maltreated by a gang of 
rufii," lls. led by some member who had 
decided that it would be for his per­ 
sonal gain that the citizen should be 
made to leave the community. 
The iufiueuce of the klan was wide 
spread, and the members were bound 
by the most solemn and terrible oaths 
to keep the secrets of the order, with 
the penalty of speedy and dreadful 
punishment for violation of their vows. 
No man was sure whether or not his 
peaceable aud churchgoing neighbor 
was a member of the klan unless he 
happened to be himself a member. 
Their meetings were beld in secluded 
places, and each particular division had 
its ow’U rendezvous, where the mem­ 
bers would gather for consultation be­ 
fore taking steps to avenge some wrong 
or to punish some offender, or after the 
deed had been done to take steps to 
conceal the identity of such as might 
be suspected, or to rescue some mem 
ber who had been apprehended and 
W’as likely to suffer the consequences. 
When on some visitation the mem­ 
bers always went disguised, a favorite 
method being to clothe the upper por 
tious of their bodies iu white, with eye 
holes aud breathing places cut in the 
headdress, aud mounted on horses, 
often painted in picturesque colors, 
they would ride solemnly past the 
plantations at the dead of night, strik 
ing terror into all who beheld them 
mil especially the superstitious ne­ 
groes, who had not been emancipated 
f-om 
slavery 
and 
ignorance 
long 
enough to be able to take a logical view 
of matters. 
They were always well armed, and 
unless the victim received timely no­ 
tice of their coming, so as to seek safe­ 
ty in flight, Hit- ease was hopeless and 
resistance out Alf the question. At first 
punishment was only inflicted on the 
male population wTho had laid them­ 
selves liable by some serious offense, 
but toward the last even women, who 
had become objectionable to some par­ 
ty, were stripped aud beaten by un­ 
principled men and forced to leave 
their humble homes and seek refuge 
iii some other community. 
Among the notorious leaders of the 
Georgia klan were four men, only one 
of w’hom is alive, the others having 
met with violent deaths. 
They w’ere 
John Lawrence, in the western part of 
the state, the most notorious man in 
the entire klan; John Gomillan, in the 
eastern portion, aud Berry Daniel and 
Jim Gay in the southern portion. John 
Lawrence is the only one who remains 
I alive, and he is a deputy sheriff in the 


western part of Texas an d 'visited his 
eld home at West Point a short time 
ago. his identity being known only to 
n few who had been well acquainted 
and associated with him in bygone 
days. 
It is doubtful if at the coming reun­ 
ion of the survivors of the "K. K. K.” 
there will be many reminiscences given 
out to the public, as tile affair is being 
managed very quietly, but it will be a 
novel gathering, and those who partici­ 
pate might tell some thrilling stories 
had they a mind to reveal the episodes 
of the past.

WEATHER FROGS. 


S n a il Ll vine: B a r o m e ter* W h ic h A re 
I m p o r t e d F rom G erm a n y . 
Attached to a glass sided box seen in a 
bird store window was a placard mark­ 
ed “ Weather Frogs.” Within the box. 
perched on two loEg wooden rods, plac­ 
ed lengthwise of it and nearer the top 
than the bottom, like the higher perches 
in a birdcage, were a number of the 
weather frogs themselves. 
Some just 
then were brown, and one was green 
They were little tree frogs of a kind 
found through Europe, those in the 
window having been imported from 
Germany. 
When full grown, these tiny tree 
frogs may be little more than an inch 
in length. They take the color of what­ 
ever object they may be resting o n - 
brown for wood, green if on a leaf, 
placed in a blue glass jar they will be­ 
come bine. They may be heard but not 
seen, so closely in color do they resem­ 
ble whatever they may have perched up­ 
on 
They are called weather frogs be­ 
cause at the approach of rainy or 
changeable weather they jump into the 
water, at the approach of clear weather 
they come out again. 
In captivity the weather frog is kept 
in a glass jar or globe, which is cover­ 
ed at the top with a wire screen. 
W a­ 
ter is put in the bottom of the jar, and 
at a convenient height is placed some­ 
thing for the little frog to jump up on. 
The weather frog in captivity ia fed on 
flies in summer and in winter on meal 
worms. 
Its food must be alive. Weath­ 
er frogs sell here at retail for 20 cents 
apiece 
Considerable numbers of them 
are brought to this country.— New 
York SSun.

some unknown cause. 
The timber is 
the best pine in the state, but unless 
nature takes a turn and the trees stop 
dying the loss will be great. Appraiser 
Paddock of the state land board re­ 
turned recently from a tour of the val­ 
ley. 
He examined the timber which 
bad been reported to be gradually dying 
off the hillsides, says The Rocky Moun­ 
tain News. 
“ It is a strange phenomenon. ” said 
Appraiser Paddock the other day. “ The 
trees are tall, majestic specimens of the 
pine, bat for some reason they droop 
and die at maturity. 
As many of the 
trees are m aturing in this decade, it ie 
possible th?*t before another ten years 
have elapsed the valley will be de­ 
nuded. Several persons have attempted 
to account for the strange behavior of 
natnre, but are unable to do so. 
It is 
possible that the altitude is too high or 
that there is not sufficient nourishment 
in the earth surrounding the trees. 
The timber is scattered over six sec­ 
tions of land, and the dead trees can be 
noticed in all quarters of the territory. 
It is one of the strangest happenings 
that has ever come under the notice of 
the residents here, and they consider it 
a subject for scientists.”

WONDERFUL NEW GUNS. 


F in e W e n pona F o r t h e A rm y a n d N a­ 
vy T ea ted ut D erb y , C onn. 
A now rapid tire gun designed for 
the protection of the minefields and a 
novel semiautomatic 6 pounder for the 
navy were successfully tested on the 
proving grounds of the Driggs-Seabury 
Gun and Ammunition company at Der­ 
by, Conn., before a large number of 
spectators. These guns were built for 
the army aud navy respectively, un­ 
der contracts awarded at the begin­ 
ning of the war with Spain and will 
probably play an important part in the 
plan and scope of national defense. 
The army gun is a 6 pounder of the 
Driggs type and is mounted upon a 
parapet carriage or upon a naval 
mount, while it can be easily trans­ 
ported from place to place. 
In fact, 
the new w eap o n is a combination of a 
field and coast defense gun. 
Its use 
will be principally to protect the tor­ 
pedoes in the harbors by throwing such 
an overwhelming shower of shot and 
shell that no small boat could live 
within its zone of fire, says the New 
York Tribune. 
The gun and carriage rest upon the 
parapet of the fort and are held rigidly 
in position by means of a V shaped 
steel anchorage, which is worked un­ 
der the center of the axle. 
Should it 
be desired to concentrate the fire upon 
any particular point the anchorage is 
unhooked and the carriage rolled away 
to any po5?:f o f tile beach. 
The semiautomatic* gun Is also a ti 
pounder and is the first completed of 
51 for the navy. It is expected to work 
a revolution in rapid fire guns, for with 
it a speed of GO shots a minute was at­ 
tained, which is twice that recorded by 
the 6 pounder when worked by hand. 
Another . portant feature Is that it 
reduces the crew of a 6 pounder from 
four to twTo men, one of whom throws 
in fixed ammunition as a person throw s 
coal into a furnace, while the other 
fires, as the breech block closes auto­ 
matically.

W O N D E R F U L N EW GUNS. 


F i n e U > H |i o m F o r t h e A r m y a n d N a ­ 
v y T e n te d a t D e r b y , C o n n . 
A new rapid tire gun designed for 
the protection of the minefields and a 
novel semiautomatic ti pounder for the 
navy were successfully tested on the 
proving grounds of the Driggs-Seabury 
Gun aud Ammunition company at Der­ 
by, Conn., before a large number of 
spectators. These guns were built for 
the army aud navy respectively, un­ 
der contracts awarded at the begin­ 
ning of the war with Spain and will 
probably play an important part in the 
plan and scope of national defense. 
The army gun is a 6 pounder of the 
Driggs type aud is mounted upon a 
parapet carriage or upon a -.naval 
mount, while it can be easily trans­ 
ported from place to place. 
In fact, 
the new weapon is a combination of a 
field ami coast defense gun. 
Its use 
will be principally to protect Hie tor­ 
pedoes in the harbors by throwing such 
an overwhelming shower of shot and 
shell that no small boat could live 
within its zone of fire, says the New 
York Tribune. 
The gun and carriage rest upon the 
parapet of tile fort and are held rigidly 
in position by means of a V shaped 
steel anchorage, which is worked un­ 
der tile center of the axle. Should it 
be desired to concentrate the fire upon 
any particular point the anchorage is 
unhooked and the carriage rolled away 
to any p o i v c f rile beach. 
'I'lie semi..idomatic gun is also a ti 
pounder and is the first completed of 
51 for the navy. It is expected to work 
a revolution in rapid fire guns, for with 
it a speed of GO shots a minute was at­ 
tained, which is twice that recorded by 
the 6 pounder when worked by hand. 
Another . porta ut feature is that it 
reduces the crew of a 6 pounder from 
four to two men, one of whom throws 
in fixed ammunition as a person throws 
coal into a furnace, while the other 
fires, as the breech block closes auto­ 
matically.

C ap tain Coftiniere of tin* 
Sfax, w ho Drought D re yfu s from D ev­ 
il's island, said: 
♦'Physically D reyfus imp ressed me as 
robust. 
But the man was ju st out of 
bed a fte r a Ion« struggle with death. 
Mentally, some signs pointed to a lack 
of brain balance, although those signs 
m ight la* aserilxed to other causes. He 
had the Irritable tem p er coupled with 
the vacant nervousness tha t I have 
seen In people convalescing from long 
illness.” 
Ask ed to tell exactly how the lack of 
m ental balance m anifested Itself, the 
cap tain of the Sfax said: “ Dreyfus 
often began letters which, seemingly, 
he was unable to finish. 
Or he ended 
by w riting the sam e sentence over and 
over until, furious, he tore up the let­ 
ter. Once he tore a p age he had cru m ­ 
p led from a precious book tha t was 
lent to him. 
H e had w ritten on the 
p age’s m argin opp osite a serious p as­ 
sage, T ha t ’s funny,’ and had rep eated 
T ha t ’s funny,’ T ha t ’s funny,’ in w rit­ 
ing, from the top to the bottom of the 
m argin. 
Sometimes during his p rom ­

faced about as If he exp ected to be 
8tabbed in the back . 
B ut these sym p ­ 
tom s were not freq uently visible.

fiance.” 
T he lieutenant In p ersonal charge of 
D reyfus on board the Sfax said he 
never observed the sym p tom s rem ark ­ 
ed by others. 
Said the lieu tenant: 
♦‘D reyfus w as lik e a hundred other 
officers a fte r hard colonial services, 
w hose livers have shriveled and be­ 
come ‘crank y,’ but whose health has 
not been irrem ediably ruined. He com ­ 
m unicated w ith me strictly in writing. 
Ills letters w ere alw ays sensible, save 
occasionally one bad an inexplicable 
introduction, an op ening sentence q uite 
irrelevant.” 
A friend of 1 lie S fax ’s surgeon says 
the surgeon had orders to visit Drey­ 
fus every day. 
T he surgeon lias told 
this friend: ‘‘Nothing angered D reyfus 
so much as my visits. 
H e would tak e 
no medicine. 
W hen, because of cer­ 
tain sym p tom s, 1 ask ed him q uestions 
w hose answ ers 
w ere 
calculated 
to 
show if he was m entally diseased, he 
q uick ly p enetrated my p urp ose and 
furiously resented it. 
Those w ere tin* 
only tim es lie spok e fluently. 
A fear 
of insanity is often p resent in the in- 
cipiency of mental diseases. 
B ut as 
D reyfus 
got 
farther 
north, 
nearer 
France, he grew less taciturn. 
He 
slep t w ithout having hallucinations, 
w ithout groaning. 
His physical im­ 
p rov em ent 
was extraordinary during 
the 20 days’ voyage. 
W hen he first 
cam e aboard. In* look ed lik e a stagger­ 
ing imbecile.” 
Following m inute instructions to col­ 
lect every im p ortant fact bearing on 
tin* state of D reyfus’ health, a corre­ 
sp ondent interview ed even tin* sailors 
on the Sfax. 
The intelligent sailor 
who dally shaved D reyfus said he no­ 
ticed lie was preoccupied on the sub­ 
ject of insanity. 
“ He thrice sp ok e to 
me of insanity,” said the sailor. 
“Once 
while 1 w as strop p ing the razor Drey­ 
fus said: 'I have read of a barber who 
w as 
m ade 
suddenly 
crazy 
by 
the 
sound of tin* steel scrap ing ou the 
sk iu.’ 
He added: ’You are not crazy? 
Crazy meu feel lunacy coming over 
them.* ” 
Another sailor, 
who took 
D reyfus’ meals to his cabin, stated as 
a curious fact tha t once when he had 
forgotten to p ut salt ou the tray D rey­ 
fus could 
not 
rem em ber the 
word 
“salt.” 
He struggled hard, hut alw ays 
stopped at “ Donnez mol,” (Give me.) 
Then he grabbed up a pencil and hit 
of p ap er aud wrote without hesitation, 
“Ap p ortez mol du sel.” 
(Bring me 
some salt.) 
In conversation with a close friend 
Labor! let fall the following the other 
day: “Even if D reyfus’ mind were 
affected, there are several reasons why 
w e would not noise it about. 
First, a 
trace of insanity is hard to distinguish, 
and D reyfus’ shrink ing bew ilderm ent 
Is q uite natural under the circum ­ 
stances he lias endured; second, even 
If it w ere insauity it is certainly cura­ 
ble. 
Why, then, attach to him the odi­ 
um of lunacy, of which he would never 
get rid? 
Third, to noise about that 
D reyfus is insane would hu rt his case.

Statements About Captain Drey­ 
fus’ Mental Condition.

To get the truth of Dreyfus’ mental 
Cill*I ph.vsieal condition the New York 
World's correspondents in Heinies and 
Brest hove collected exaet facts from 
every one near him since lie left Dev­ 
il’s island. Captain Coft!Ilion? of the 
Sfax. who brought Dreyfus from Dev­ 
il's Island, said: 
“Physically Dreyfus impressed me tis 
robust. 
But the man was just out of 
bed after a long struggle with death. 
Mentally, some signs pointed to a lack 
of brain balance, although those signs 
might lie aserilied to other causes. He 
had the Irritable temper coupled with 
the vacant, nervousness that I have 
seen in people convalescing from loug 
illness.’’ 
Asked to tell exactly how the lack of 
mental balance manifested Itself, the 
captain of the Sfax said: “Dreyfus 
often began letters which, seemingly, 
he was unable to finish. Or he ended 
by writing the same sentence over and 
over until, furious, he tore up the let­ 
ter. Once he tore a page he had crum ­ 
pled from a precious book that was 
lent to him. 
He bad written on the 
page’s margin opposite a serious pas­ 
sage, ‘That’s funny,’ and had repeated 
‘That’s funny,’ ‘That’s funny,’ in w rit­ 
ing, from the top to the bottom of the 
margin. 
Sometimes during his prom­ 
enades on deck 
Dreyfus suddenly 
faced about as lf he expected to be 
stabbed in the back. But these symp­ 
toms were not frequently visible. On 
the whole, he acted like a sane man. 
His usual attitude represented a com­ 
bination of pride aud subdued de­ 
fiance.” 
The lieutenant in personal charge of 
Dreyfus on board the Sfax said he 
never observed the symptoms rem ark­ 
ed by others. 
Said the lieutenant: 
“Dreyfus was like a hundred other 
officers after hard colonial services, 
whose livers have shriveled and be­ 
come ‘cranky,’ but whose health has 
not been irremediably ruined. He com­ 
municated with me strictly In writing. 
His letters were always sensible, save 
occasionally oue had an inexplicable 
introduction, an opening sentence quite 
irrelevant.” 
A friend of the Sfax’s surgeon says 
the surgeon bad orders to visit Drey­ 
fus every day. 
The surgeon has told 
this friend: “Nothing angered Dreyfus 
bo much as my visits. He would take 
no medicine. 
When, because of cer­ 
tain symptoms, I asked him questions 
whose answers were calculated to 
show lf he was mentally diseased, lie 
■quickly penetrated my purpose and 
furiously resented it. 
Those were the 
only times he spoke fluently. 
A fear 
of Insanity is often present in the In­ 
cipiency of mental diseases. 
But as 
Dreyfus got 
farther north, 
nearer 
France, he grew less taciturn. 
He 
slept without having hallucinations, 
without groaning. 
His physical im­ 
provement was extraordinary during 
the 20 days’ voyage. 
When he first 
came aboard, lie looked like a stagger­ 
ing imbecile.” 
Following minute instructions to col­ 
lect every important fact bearing oil 
the state of Dreyfus’ health, a corre­ 
spondent interviewed even the sailors 
on the Sfax. 
The intelligent sailor 
who dally shaved Dreyfus said he no­ 
ticed he was preoccupied on the sub­ 
ject of insanity. 
“He thrice spoke to 
me of Insanity,” said the sailor. “Once 
while I was stropping the razor Drey­ 
fus said: ‘I have read of a barber who 
was made suddenly crazy by the 
sound of the steel scraping on the 
skin.’ 
He added: ‘You are not crazy? 
Crazy men feel lunacy coming over 
them.’ ” 
Another sailor, who took 
Dreyfus’ meals to his cahill, stated as 
a curious fact that once when he had 
forgotten to put salt on the tray Drey­ 
fus could not remember the word 
“salt.” He struggled hard, hut always 
stopped at “Donnez moi,” (dive me.) 
Then he grabbed up a pencil and bit 
of paper aud wrote without hesitation. 
“Apportez moi du sci.” 
(Bring me 
some salt.) 
In conversation wit ii a close friend 
La bori let fall tile following the other 
day: “Even if Dreyfus’ mind were 
affected, there are several reasons why 
we would not noise it about. 
First, a 
trace of Insanity is hard to distinguish, 
and Dreyfus’ shrinking bewilderment 
Is quite natural under the circum­ 
stances he lins endured; second, even 
lf it were Insanity it Is certainly cura­ 
ble. Why, then, attach to him the odi­ 
um of lunacy, of which he would never 
get rid? 
Third, to noise about that 
Dreyfus is insane would hurt his case. 
His adversaries already speak of the 
rumors of his insanity as a clever 
scheme of the defense. For these rea­ 
sons, even lf he were insane, it would 
be unwise to acknowledge it. 
But I 
do not believe his mind is seriously af­ 
fected. 
Dreyfus merely lacked prac­ 
tice at quick thinking aud speaking. 


Three days of the most oral nary con­ 
versation made an enormous improve­ 
ment in him.” 
La bori, with his colleague Domnnge, 
saw Dreyfus twice recently. 
After­ 
ward Labori said to the correspondent: 
* I did not know Dreyfus. 
I found him 
endowed with an iron constitution and 
admirable ^elf control. 
We will sec 
runt I., 
gets the best car** hereafter. 
He is rapidly picking up. 
His mental 
physique requires no tonic other than 
contact with friends. 
His distraction 
when fie first landed is perfectly e x ­ 
plainable. 
You must remember Drey­ 


fus knew nothing of his own case. 
Ile 
fin'* confessed to me that when fie re­ 
ceived tin* court of cassation's report it 
was a Chillest* puzzle to him. 
He w o n ­ 
dered if lie was tin* titan in question. 
He could not possibly grasp the inter­ 
vention of Henry, IMequart. Esterhazy, 
of all the others. 
But now we are till 
lug up the gaps in Ids knowledge of his 
ow ii ease. If you understand how c o m ­ 
plicated the ca se is. you cannot w o n ­ 
der lie is still rather lost. but we find 
Ids mind lucid enough.” 
Demaiige was visited in Paris the 
of lier day. 
The lawyer, so devoted to 
Dreyfus, said: “Dreyfus has aged, hut 
lie is sound. 
You know how a small 
dose of quinine will make a strong 
man’s head reel. 
Well, Dreyfus’ sys­ 
tem is saturated with malaria and qui­ 
nine. 
Moreover he hail contracted the 
haitit of silence, which was not to he 
immediately overcome. 
All this at 
first misled Mine. Dreyfus, who was 
naturally rejoiced by the recent change 
in her husband. 
Labori was explain­ 
ing th<‘ case,” Demange continued. 
“Dreyfus remained motionless, silent. 
Apparently his mind was wandering. 
Labori was astonished. 
He asked: 
•You understand me, do you not, cap­ 
tain? You are interested in my presen­ 
tation of the case?’ Dreyfus answered 
slowly: ‘I have been very 111. 
Three 
times I have been struck dowu by con­ 
gestion of the brain. 
I have broiled 
under the sun of Guiana for 50 months. 
My intelligence and memory may have 
been temporarily affected, but so far, I 
believe, I follow you. When I don’t, I 
shall tell you.’ 
"Dreyfus’ subsequent questions and 
remarks proved he was slowly picking 
his way through the tangle of details,” 
Detnange added. 
“Besides, he took 
copious notes.” The correspondent, hav­ 
ing collected all this evidence iii the 
case, submitted it to one of the most 
famous specialists in France on mental 
and nervous diseases. 
Appreciating 
the delicacy and importance of his ut­ 
terance, this specialist would not per­ 
mit his name to be used, but he said 
emphatically: 
“Dreyfus was rescued iii the nick of 
tittie. 
Insanity was already clutching 
his brain. 
His 
well characterized 
symptoms are known to all physicians 
who have observed insanity produced 
by enforced seclusion. 
The climate, 
too, was helping to make Dreyfus in­ 
sane. 
Besides, he went away with the 
dangerous fixed idea that he was inno­ 
cent and helpless, enough to have driv­ 
en him bito hypochondria. 
But Drey­ 
fus’ mind was inevitably doomed had 
he beeu left in exile. 
When mental 
discase gets its first hold, its progress 
is rapid. 
I remember the governor of 
Guiana cabled two months ago, ‘Jus­ 
tice. to Im* effective, must be prompt.’ 
“Yes, I am certain of Dreyfus’ recov­ 
ery,” the eminent specialist concluded. 
Ile added: “I have known men further 
on the frontier of madness to be saved 
by a single stroke of good fortune. 
Dreyfus of late has been ruminating 
on sickly fancies that his wife and 
friends had abandoned him. 
These 
fancies were killing his mind as surely 
as if he was drinking poison. He finds 
now that those whom distance, despair, 
seclusion, discase distorted into mons­ 
ters are a loving wife and devoted 
friends. I consider Dreyfus saved. In­ 
sanity was but hovering over its 
prey.”

Olar A n i m a l a o f L o n g A g o , 
Most of the gigantic animals of geo­ 
logical eras belonged to species which 
have completely vanished, and of those 
which have living representatives it is 
difficult to say whether they have un­ 
dergone a true change of size or 
whether the modern examples are 
merely survivals of smaller contempo­ 
rary varieties. 
The larger animals 
have a tendency to disappear first In a 
partial failure of food supply. Gigantic 
armadillos closely resembling those 
of the present day were formerly 
abundant in South America. 
The re­ 
mains of huge sloths are found in Cu­ 
ba and North America. Sharks attain­ 
ing a length of more than IOO feet are 
found in comparatively recent fossil 
deposits. 
Another fish which repre­ 
sents a larger prehistoric species is the 
American bony pike, which is one of 
of the few survivals of the enormous 
ganoids of the secondary strata. 
The 
tiny nautilus of the present day had 
kindred IO or 12 feet long iii early 
times. 
Another small shellfish, the 
pteropod, 
whose delicately complex 
structure is packed In an inch of sheik 
is found in fossil remains to have 
reached the respectable length of a 
couple of feet.

Destru ctio n o f pro perty and 
wanto n m u rder o f indiv idu als hav e 
been perpetrated by insu rgent bands in 
Macabebe settlements.

o rd du ring tin* entire fo u y ears o f any 
man since the fo u nding o f the co llege 
the first part o f this centu ry . 
H e was 
first ho no r man, deliv ering an o ratio n 
entitled “Ou r H eritage,” say s the Chi­ 
cago Inter Ocean. 
The facu lty regard Mr. Swearingen 
as a wo nder. 
I)r. J. W. Fly nn, I). 1)., 
say s he had been a pro fesso r o nly ten 
y ears, bu t had spent y ears in half a 
do zen co lleges o f high standing, inclu d­ 
ing Heidelberg, “and,” said he, “I hav e 
nev er met a man to co m pare with 
Swearingen. 
I sincerely regret the 
alu mni has no t a fu nd to send him to 
the best places in the wo rld tho ro u ghly 
to dev elo p his po wers.

The New York Tribune's Manila cor­ 
respondent, writing tinder the date of 
Mkt 16 a boat affairs in the Philip­ 
pines, says- 
Not all of the inhabitants of Luzon 
are active insurgents. Indeed a consid­ 
erable number 
energetically oppose 
Aguinaldo and his plana Of these na­ 
tive opponents the Macabebes co-oper­ 
ate the most openly and are best 
known. 
At first thought it appears 
itrange that this tribe, native to the 
toil, is opposed in sentiment to the re­ 
bellion, living, as it does, lo the very 
midst of the Tagalos. But that it is ac­ 
tually assisting in putting down the 
insurrection seems stranger still. When, 
however, it is known that they were 
for years the allies of Spain and assist­ 
ed that nation against the many up- 
rif-iuKS that 
have occurred in times 
jinst, it is seen that their attitude is 
like that held by certain of the Ameri­ 
can Indian tribes tow ard ethers of their 
race in some of the frontier disturb­ 
ances. 
It is wholly a matter of trible hatred 
and fend, deep seated and of long 
standing. A guinaldo and his followers, 
recognizing that fact, have not even 
sought to enlist the help of the Maca­ 
bebes and have further fanned 
the 
flame by com m itting acts of extreme 
cruelty 
Destruction of property and 
wanton murder of individuals have 
been perpetrated by insurgent bands in 
Macabebe settlements. The long exist­ 
ing enmity has again taken active 
form, and one large band of Macabebes 
is now quartered in the Walled City. 
To them are issued what is known as 
the native ration of rice and beef, and 
they conduct themselves and are by all 
considered as allies in every sense. An­ 
other band is with General MacArthur 
at the north and are armed and used 
as f'C'uuts. 
The Chinese, though not native to 
the islands, are much harassed by the 
TbrhIos and seek retribntion in loot­ 
ing at every possible opportunity. 
For 
this a number have been tried by mili­ 
tary commissions and severest punish­ 
ment adjudged. 
They are between the 
tm , for only last week the bodies of 
several Chinamen were taken from the 
Pasig river horribly mutilated, evi­ 
dently as a warning to others from the 
insurgent army. 
The attitude of such Tagalos as are 
in Manila and its suburbs is seemingly 
one of utter indifference to the prog­ 
ress of the war. 
They have been sus­ 
pected. no doubt rightly, of giving aid 
and comfort to the enemy, but they are 
absolutely undemonstrative concerning 
the daily defeats of their brothers in 
the field. Before the American troops 
had pushed out to a great distance 
from the city it was possible to hear 
the firing of outposts or lines even 
down on the Escolta, and it was not 
unusual to have the native driver of 
one’s quilez point in the direction 
whence came the sounds of volleys or 
scattering shots and say, with the air 
of one discussing a mere detail of the 
day’s news: "Americanos macho boom 
boom. Filipinos macho vamos. ” 
Without the lines, as patrols work 
along the roads or scooting parties bore 
through bamboo thickets and "high 
•cbool’ across ricefields from village to 
▼Mage, the little remnants cf families, 
nnoptly decrepit old men, with an occa­ 
sional young woman with pickaninny 
astride her hip, come to the roadside 
or across the paddy fields. They carry 
flat wicker trays, with bunches of ba­ 
nanas, little heaps of the great, black 
wild cherries or slices of the curious 
green bread fruit, so rank in color and 
so unwholesome in appearance. These 
they offer for sale, but if a soldier un- 
er pretense of trying a new species of 
possess himself of a handful of 
their small stores they but bow their 
w i-ingne8s that he should do so and 
say over and over again their one un­ 
le tta b le word, "Amigo, amigo!” 
('there, too, meet hot, thirsty detach­ 
ments with great joints of bamboo, 
* ‘th pitcherlike handles of twisted 
ranches, filled with water from the 
J?" age spring or nearby stream, and 
bes© are offered 
with the utmost 
^tndliness, and when the last drop has

Much sickness prevails among mese 
unfortunates as they now congregate 
in the half burned and wholly desolate 
villages 
Having in many cases lived 
in hiding for weeks in thickets or other 
secluded spots, they are in sorry condi 
tion to w ithstand disease. 
It happens 
that smallpox, though apparently little 
dreaded by the people, is the prevail­ 
ing form of illness, and many deaths 
must surely occur during the hot term 
now on us 
The natives, though practicing many 
repulsive and nonhygienic customs, are 
nevertheless quite cleanly in person 
As one passes through the long streets, 
where thousands live in squalor, one 
may see at any hour of the day little 
groups of women and children splash­ 
ing and scrubbing in the stream that 
ie flowing from the roadside hydrant or 
fire plug. It is not a half hearted dip or 
shower that the little ones get. 
Many 
a repetition of "You dirty boy!” is 
there enacted. 
But it is early on Sun­ 
day mornings that the great bathing 
hour arrives. Then by families they 
come. and. while there ie much gossip­ 
ing among the idlers as they await 
their turn, the chief purpose is faith­ 
fully to scrub the whole neighborhood. 
The women wear a single thin garment, 
bound tightly under the arms and 
reaching a little below the knees, and 
the men wear a pair of loose, white 
trousers. There ie, however, the great­ 
est modesty in all. The bathing of a 
family concluded, it troops off through 
the dazzling sunlight and shortly reap­ 
pears. each member clad in his cleanest 
and best, and the day’s churchgoing or 
visiting is on. 
To the eye nothing can 
Vie more immaculate in person and 
Nothing than is the Sunday morning 
parade cf even 
the poorest native 
family. . 
Ciders to that effect having been re­ 
ceived, many of the regiments of vol­ 
unteers are being made ready to return 
to the States, and many changes of sta­ 
tions and shifting of duties are result­ 
ing therefrom. These movements can 
only be made gradually, since not all of 
the regular regiments have arrived, and 
it will be some months before all the 
states here represented will have bad 
the opportunity to welcome home their 
quotas. These returning regiments de­ 
serve all sorts of good things. They 
have fought not only valiantly, but 
skillfully. Something has been heard 
already of making such and such dash­ 
ing colonel the candidate for governor 
of his state, and the men of the regu­ 
lars, though knowing bat little of poli­ 
tics, can appreciate the qualities that 
make a good colonel. When the volun­ 
teers have gone, the regular regiments 
that are now being hammered into an 
efficient force from a body of men 75 
per cent recruits will take up the work. 
Just now and until they get their 
shore legs on each regular regiment as 
it arrives is held in the trenches for a 
short time. The soldiers of those or­ 
ganizations that have been in the 
island some weeks have already charac­ 
terized the spasmodic firing the out­ 
posts of each newly arrived regiment 
indulge in for a few nights as being 
only the process of acclimatization, 
and, as the "underground” announces 
that the S'teenth has moved in on the 
right or left to take the place of the 
battalion or regiment sent to join Law­ 
ton or MacArthur, the news invariably 
provokes many jokes about "rookie” 
regiments 
mistaking 
banana leaves 
shining and waving in the moonlight 
for the white uniforms of insurgents 
advancing to the attack. It is, how­ 
ever, not for long these jokes have 
foundation for continuance. Old ser­ 
geants and smart corporale soon steady 
the little detachments, and the new 
men learn fast 
The versatility of an American regi­ 
ment ie aptly illustrated by the recent 
demand made on the Twentieth Kan­ 
sas. When Caloocan was reached by 
General MacArthur, about four miles 
of the Manila and Dagupan railroad 
was within the American lines, and 
from out the ranks of the Kansas regi­ 
ment there came expert track repairers, 
engine drivers, firemen and all the 
many other required employees for the 
operation and maintenance of the line. 
Within a day a "division” had been 
organized, manned and set going with 
a corporal in charge as superintendent. 
As the columns have fought on to 
Malolos and beyond, the bridge gang 
has come out from the various com­ 
panies of the same regiment, and, with 
"false work” or other ready device, 
built up damaged structures so that 
now the trains of the "Twentieth Kan­ 
sas railroad. ” as the men have dubbed 
the line, whistle for stations and grade 
crossings in approved American style 
as they hurry supplies to the north or 
bring in the sick and wounded from 
the front to the great reserve hospitals. 
The whole operates with as great regu­ 
larity of service as that maintained by 
the Santa Fe or Union Pacific in the 
Sunflower State itself. The American 
forces having taken over the line com­ 
pletely, the directors of the English 
company that owns the road have 
naught to do but prepare what will un­ 
doubtedly be an enormous bill for "in­ 
terrupted traffic,” "prospective prof­ 
its,” etc., to be presented to Uncle 
Sam when be shall have released to 
them their "teakettles,” "side door 
sleepers” and "approximately parallel 
streaks of rust. ” 
The men of the command, like all 
soldiers, are much given to song. A 
great favorite in their repertory has an 
oft repeated refrain, "Oh, let it be 


soon / ’ ann w lien me com pa ny my me­ 
eter introduced a new stanza that had 
to do—"W ain shall we sail. through 
Uh it) a seas. to wives and sweethearts 
ar? 
tile chorus, a hundred strong, 
: u. let it be soon!” found a perfect

WANTS PENSION REDUCED. 


H cTiiarkable A c tio n o f a C o n scien t 
t Iou* O h io W a r V e te r a n . 
A case much out cf the ordinary i- 
that of John J. Ballinger, an old sol 
dier. of Wooster, O., who wants the 
pension department to reduce his pea 
sion of $7*2 a month to $50. Ballinger 
is totally disabled, having been confined 
to his home with rheumatism for 15 
years. He was a soldier in the war of 
the rebellion, serving in the Sixteenth 
Ohio regiment, and his condition now 
can be traced directly to exposure suf­ 
fered while engaged in his country’s 
defense. He has suffered from rheums 
ti8in since the war, but was able to sup­ 
port himself until 15 years ago. Since 
then he has been confined to his home 
continually, says the Chicago Times- 
Herald. 
Several weeks ago be learned of a rul­ 
ing of the pension department wherein 
the amount of pension allowed for eer 
tain degrees of disability was set forth 
This fact was to the effect that a person 
drawing the total disability amount, 
$72. must be in need of an attendant 
constantly, while only $50 a month was 
to be allowed when the pensioner was 
in need of an attendant part of the time 
Hullinger 
is a very conscientious 
man, and did not think it was right for 
him to he drawing $72 when he is not 
in constant ueed of an attendant. 
Ile 
wrote the pension department about the 
matter, and an agent of the pension de­ 
partment went to Wooster to take 
testimony. What action the department 
will take is not known, but it is the 
feeling of Hnllinger’s friends that he is 
entirely too conscientious. 
He caunot 
be left alone for any length of time, and 
in a short time he will be constantly 
in ueed of an attendant.

A n­ 
other band is with General MacArthur 
at the north and are armed and used 
ae scouts. 
The Chinese, though not native to 
the islands, are much harassed by the 
Tagalos and seek retribution in loot­ 
ing at every possible opportunity.

mostly decrepit old men, with an occa­ 
sional young woman with pickaninny 
astride her hip, come to the roadside 
or across the paddy fields. 
They carry 
flat wicker trays, with bunches of ba­ 
nanas, little heaps of the great, black 
Id cherries or slices of the curious 
green bread fruit, so rank in color and 
so unwholesome in appearance. 
These 
they offer for sale, but if a soldier un­ 
der pretense of trying a new species of 
fruit possess himself of a handful of 
their small stores they but bow their 
willingness that he should do so and 
say over and over again their one un­ 
forgettable word, “ Amigo, am igo!’’

the men wear a pair of loose, white ' 
trousers. There is, however, the great­ 
est modesty in all. 
The bathing of a 
family concluded, it troops off through 
the dazzling sunlight and shortly reap­ 
pears. each member clad in his cleanest 
and best, and the day’s churchgoing or 
visiting is on. 
To the eye nothing can 
be more immaculate in person and 
rlothing than is the Sunday morning 
parade of even 
the poorest native , 
family . 
Uiders to that effect having been re­ 
ceived. many of the regiments of vol­ 
unteers are being made ready to return 
to the States, and many changes of sta­ 
tions and shifting of duties are result­ 
ing therefrom. These movements can 
only be made gradually, since not all of 
the regular regiments have arrived, and 
it will be some months before all the 
states here represented will have bad 
the opportunity to welcome borne their 
quotas.

Something has been heard 
already of making such and such dash­ 
ing colonel the candidate for governor 
of his state, and the men of the regu­ 
lars, though knowing but little of poli­ 
tics, can appreciate the qualities that 
make a good colonel.

operation and maintenance of the line. 
W ithin a day a “ division” had been 
organized, manned and set going with 
a corporal in charge as superintendent. 
As the columns have fought on to 
Malolos and beyond, the bridge gang 
has come out from the various com­ 
panies of the same regiment, and, with 
“ false work” or other ready device, 
built up damaged structures so that 
now the trains of the ‘‘Twentieth Kan­

Amboy become when it was learned 
that the Middlesex County bunk had 
tailed to open tor business as usual that 
crowds surrounded the Pertii Amboy 
Savings institution, officers being the 
same aud business being transacted at 
the same place. 
Though it became necessary to call 
for the aid of the police for the pur­ 
pose of maintaining order, U. B. W at­ 
son, the president of both banks, said 
that the funds of the Perth Amboy 
Hayings institution were not touched, 
that the $300,000 deposited to the 
account of tile Savings institution was 
ibsolutely safe aud that no matter how 
badly the Middlesex County bank has 
been wrecked the Savings bank will be 
able to meet alf demands made upon it 
by the de nos I tors. These words had 
the effect of checking tne run on their 
bauk. 
On Monday last Cashier George M. 
Valentine evidently concluded that he 
could no longer conceal the shortage at 
the Middlesex County bank. On that 
morning he telephoned President W at­ 
son that he was detained, but he said 
that he would appear at noon. 
W at 
son took his place and discovered a 
shortage. 
A bauk examiner was sent 
for. 
A detailed investigation of matters 
by President Watson .and Hobart N. 
Valentine, the cashier’s father, showed 
that the cashier’s checks and stubs did 
not correspond; that the checks called 
for more money than the stubs recorded, 
aud that while taking the stab as the 
basis of accounting, the bank’s finances 
would figure out all nght, the checks 
would show that the bauk had been 
drawing heavily on its New York cor 
respondent, the Park National bank. 
Tile cashier carried the accounts on the 
stubs, and from them to the books cor 
redly, but when the returns from the 
cashier’s checks came he pocketed the 
difference between the stubs and the 
check. Four or five months of this 
method of financiering depleted the 
bank’s reserve moneys aud brought it to 
the verge of ruin. The cashier evidently 
secured a portion of the ready cash on 
hand aud left Perth Amboy. 
Valentine, who has been in New York 
city, returned to Perth Amboy from 
Woodbridge accompanied by his coun­ 
sel, Edward Savage of Railway. 
He 
said he was very sorry that he had got 
his friends into trouble, aud that he felt 
very bad about his wife aud children. 
President Watson is of the opinion 
that 
the cashier’s defalcation will 
amount to at least $125,000. Where the 
money went is not known, as the cash­ 
ier is said to have been moderato in his 
tastes and habits of life.

The Bauk 
of E n g la n d finds it difficult to borrow 
money from this side, and frankly 
raises its rate, while this country begins 
to -hip fresh crops for which Europe 
will run into debt. 
Iron production in the first week of 
July was 263,263 tons, for the past two 
weeks a loss, because a strike July I 
closed seven Shenaugo furnaces produc­ 
ing 1,200 tons daily, though it is expected 
to elal today, and several other furnaces 
have begun production this month.

K l a n N o w L i v i n g . 
One of the most remarkable reunions 
ever projected Is being quietly arrang­ 
ed for among the survivors of the fa­ 
mous Kuklux Klan, to lie held in At­ 
lanta, Ga., during the summer. 
The 
affair has been made public to only a 
few outside the survivors, and those 
engaged in getting up the gathering 
have not made their object known to 
the press, this being the first published 
notice of it, says the St. Loois Globe- 
Democrat. 
The Kuklux Klan was the most for­ 
midable organization ever formed in 
the United States for the purpose of 
punishing crime outside the courts, 
and the frequent lynchings that have 
recently occurred have revived the 
memories of the reign of terror which 
existed from about 1805 to tile early 
seventies. 
In the brotherhood were 
Included the names of many of the 
leading men of the state, and such was 
its widespread influence that national 
legislation was required to break up 
the klan and put a stop to lawless 
deeds. 
When first organized, the object was 
to protect life and property among the 
law abiding class from the ruthless 
depredations of the outlaws who in­ 
fested the country. 
Such was the 
chaotic condition of affairs that no­ 
body felt secure, so the originators of 
the klan determined to administer 
swift and speedy Justice to such crim­ 
inals as deserved punishment, and the 
penalty was graduated according to 
the character of the crime. Sometimes 
it was simply a warning to leave the 
community within a given time, at 
others the lash was administered, and 
in extreme cases death was meted out 
to the offender. 
While at the beginning it undoubted­ 
ly exerted a salutary influence in quell­ 
ing the lawless element and in the pro­ 
tection of life ami property, still by 
degrees unscrupulous men took advan­ 
tage of tile terrible and mysterious 
reputation of tile Kuklux Klan to 
avenge themselves upon those for 
whom they had conceived enmity, and 
it finally degenerated into a gang of 
desperadoes that were worse than the 
element which it sought to punish 
It was no infrequent occurrence dur­ 
ing the latter days of the klan for 
some peaceful citizen to be taken from 
Ids home and maltreated by a gang of 
india us. led by some member who had 
decided that it would be for his per- 
oiml gaiu that the citizen should be 
made to leave the community. 
The iuflueuce of the klan was wide 
spread, and the members were bound 
by the most solemu aud terrible oaths 
to keep t Im* secrets of the order, with 
the penalty of speedy aud dreadful 
punishment for violation of their vow’s. 
No man was sure whether or not his 
peaceable aud churchgoing neighbor 
was a member of the klan unless he 
hap(>eued to be himself a member. 
Their meetings were held in secluded 
places, and each particular division had 
its own rendezvous, where the mem 
hers would gat lier for consultation be­ 
fore taklug steps to avenge some wrong 
or to punish some offender, or after the 
deed had tieen done to take steps to 
conceal tile identity of such as might 
lie suspected, or to rescue some mem- 
lier who hat! l>een apprehended aud 
was likely to suffer the consequences. 
When on some visitation the mem­ 
bers always went disguised, a favorite 
method being to clothe the upper por 
tious of their liodles iu white, with eye­ 
holes aud breathing places cut in the 
headdress, aud mounted on horses, 
often painted iu picturesque colors, 
they would ride soleiuuly past the 
plantations at the dead of night, strik­ 
ing terror into all who beheld them 
and especially the superstitious rn 
groes, who had not been emancipated 
f-oin 
slavery 
aud 
Ignorance 
long 
enough to be a Die to take a logical view 
if unit tors. 
They were always well armed, ami 
unless the victim received timely no­ 
tice of their coming, so as to seek safe­ 
ty In flight, the case was hopeless aud 
resistance out of the question. At tirst 
punishment was only inflicted on the 
male population who had laid them­ 
selves liable by some serious offense, 
but toward the last even women, who 
had become objectionable to some par­ 
ty, were stripped aud t>eaten by un­ 
principled men and forced to leave 
their humble homes aud seek refuge 
in some other community, 
Among the notorious leaders of the 
Georgia klan were four men, only one 
of whom is alive, the others having 
met with violent deaths. 
They were 
John Lawrence, iu the western part of 
the state, the most notorious man in 
the entire klan; John Gomillan, in the 
eastern portion, aud Berry Dauiel and 
Jim Gay in the southern portion. John 
Lawrence is the only one who remains 
alive, and he is a denutv sheriff in the 


western part of Texas and’ visited his 
old home at West Poiot a short time 
ago, his identity being known only to 
u few who had been well acquainted 
and associated with him in bygone 
days. 
It is doubtful if at the coming reun­ 
ion of the survivors of the “K. K. K." 
there will be many reminiscences given 
out to the public, as the affair is being 
managed very quietly, but it will be a 
novel gathering, and those who partici­ 
pate might tell some thrilling stories 
had they a mind to reveal the episodes 
of the past.

F i n e VV en lio n # F o r t h e A r m y a n d N a ­ 
v y T e n t e d a t D e r liy , C o n n . 
A new rapid fire gun designed for 
the protection of Hie minefields and a 
novel semiautomatic 6 pounder for the 
navy were successfully tested on the 
proving grounds of the Driggs-Seabury f 
Gun aud Ammunition company at Der­ 
by, Conn., before a large number of 
spectators. These guns were built for 
the army and navy respectively, un­ 
der contracts awarded at the begin­ 
ning of the war with Spain and will 
probably play an important part in the I 
plan and scope of national defense. 
The army gun is a 6 pounder of the 
Driggs type and is mounted upon a 
parapet carriage or upon a naval 
mount, while it can be easily trans­ 
ported from place to place. 
In fact, 
the new weapon is a combination of a 
field ami coast defense gun. 
Its use 
will lie principally to protect the tor­ 
pedoes in the harbors by throwing such 
an overwhelming shower of shot and 
shell that no small boat could live 
within its zone of fire, says the New’ 
York Tribune. 
The gun ami carriage rest upon the 
parapet of the fort and are held rigidly 
In position by means of a V shaped 
steel anchorage, which is worked lin­ 
tier the center of the axle.

The letter came in the nature of a 
surprise, as they never expected Mr 
Carnegie to make such a magnificent 
offer. The two gentlemen at once began 
to formulate plans as to how the offer 
could be accepted and found upon look­ 
ing up the law that the $3,000 clause in 
it would be an easy matter to arrange as 
the law provides that council can levy a 
tax of one mill to establish and maintain 
a library. As the tax valuation of the 
city is over $3,000,000 the one mill would 
give the city the necessary amount. In 
addition to this the library receives 
about $HK) a year from the board of 
education which would give the library 
almost $4,000 a year to maintain it, buy 
new books and pay current expenses.

carried his wares to every town in 
northern Ohio, and the name of Tom 
Bristol w’as a household word over the 
whole territory.”

To get the* truth of Dreyfus’ mental 
ami physical condition the New York 
World's correspondents In lieu nos and 
Brest have collected exact facts from 
every on** near him since he left Dev­ 
il’s island. Captain Coffinler** of the 
Sfax, who brought Dreyfus from Dev­ 
il’s island, said: 
“Physically Dreyfus impressed m eas 
robust. 
But tin* mao was just out of 
bed after a long struggle with death. 
Mentally, some signs pointed to a lack 
of brain balance, although those signs 
might l>e aserilsMl to other causes. He 
had the Irritable temper coupled with 
the vacant nervousness that I have 
seen iii people convalescing from long 
illness.” 
Asked to tell exactly how the lack of 
mental balance manifested Itself, the 
captain of tin* Sfax said: “Dreyfus 
often began letters which, seemingly, 
he was unable to finish. 
Or he ended 
by writing the same sentence over and 
over until, furious, In* tore up the let­ 
ter. Once lie tore a page he had crum­ 
pled from a precious book that was 
lent to him. 
He had written on the 
page’s margin opposite a serious pas­ 
sage, ‘That’s funny,’ and had repeated 
‘That’s funny,’ ‘That’s funny,’ In writ­ 
ing, from the top to the bottom of the 
margin. 
Sometimes during Ills prom­ 
enades 
on 
dock 
Dreyfus 
suddenly 
faced about us lf he expected to be 
stabbed in the back. 
But these symp­ 
toms were not frequently visible. 
On 
the whole, he acted like a sane man. 
H is usual attitude represented a com­ 
bination of pride and subdued de­ 
fiance.” 
The lieutenant in personal charge of 
Dreyfus on board the Stax said he 
never observed the symptoms remark­ 
ed by others. 
Said the lieutenant: 
“Dreyfus was like a hundred other 
officers after hard colonial services, 
whose livers have shriveled and be­ 
come ‘cranky.’ but whose health has 
not been Irremediably ruined. He com­ 
municated with me strictly In writing. 
H is letters were always sensible, save 
occasionally one had an Inexplicable 
introduction, an opening sentence quite 
irreleva ut.” 
A friend of the Sfax’s surgeon says 
the surgeon had orders to visit Drey­ 
fus every day. 
Tile surgeon has told 
this friend: “Nothing angered Dreyfus 
so much as my visits, 
ll** would take 
no medicine. 
When, because of cer­ 
tain symptoms, I asked him questions 
whose answers were calculated 
to 
show lf he was mentally diseased, lie 
quickly penetrate*! my purpose and 
furiously resented It. 
Those were th** 
only times la* spoke fluently. 
A fear 
of insanity Is often present In the In­ 
cipiency of mental diseases. 
But as 
Dreyfus 
got 
farther 
north, 
nearer 
France, he grew less taciturn, 
lb* 
slept without having hallucinations, 
without groaning. 
Ills physical im­ 
provement was extraordinary during 
the 20 days* voyage. 
When he first 
came aboard, la* looked like a stagger­ 
ing imbecile." 
Following minute instructions to col­ 
lect every Important fact bearing on 
the stat** of Dreyfus’ health, a corre­ 
spondent Interviewed even th** sailors 
on the Sfax. 
The Intelligent sailor 
Who daily shaved Dreyfus said he no­ 
ticed he was preoccupied on the sub­ 
ject of insanity. 
“He thrice spoke to 
im* of Insanity,” said th** sailor. 
“Once 
while I was stropping the razor Drey­ 
fus said: ’I have read of a barber who 
was 
mini** suddenly crazy 
by 
the 
sound of the steel scraping on the 
skin.’ 
ll** added! ‘You are not crazy? 
Crazy men feel lunacy comtug over 
them.*" 
Another sailor, who took 
Dreyfus’ meals to his cabin, stated as 
a curious fact that once when be had 
forgotten to put salt on the tray Drey­ 
fus could not 
remember the 
word 
“salt.” 
ll** struggled hard, hut always 
■topped at “ Doniiez moi.” (Dive me.) [ 
Then he grabbed up a pencil aud bit 
of paper ami wrote without hesitation, j 
“Apport**/, moi *lu Mel.” 
(Bring me ; 
smile salt.* 
In conversation with a dose friend 
Labor! let fall the following the other j 
day: “Even lf Dreyfus’ mind were j 
affected, there are several reasons why 
We would not noise It a I lout. 
First, a 
tract of insanity is hard to distinguish, 
and Dreyfus’ shrinking bewilderment 
Is quite natural under the circum­ 
stances he has endured; second, even 
lf It were Insanity It Is certainly cura­ 
ble. 
Why, then, attach to him the odi­ 
um of lunacy, of which he would never 
get rid? 
Third, to noise about that 
Dreyfus Is insane would hurt his ease. 
H is adversaries already speak of the 
rumors of his insanity as a clever 
scheme of the defense. 
For these rea­ 
sons. even if he were insane, it would 
be unwise to acknowledge It. 
But I 
do not believe his inimi Is seriously af­ 
fected. 
Dreyfus merely lacked prac­ 
tice at quick thinking aud speaking. 


Three days of the most ordinary con­ 
versation made an enormous improve­ 
ment in him,” 
La bori, with his colleague Demange, 
saw Dreyfus twice recently. 
Aft**r- 
v ani Labor! said to the correspondent: 
“ I did not know Dreyfus. I found him 
endowed with an iron constitution aud 
admirable self control.

gets iii** best care hereafter, 
IL* is rapidly picking up. 
His mental 
physique requires no tonic other than 
Contact with friends. 
His distraction 
when he first landed is perfectly ex­ 
plainable.

tem Is saturated with malaria and qui­ 
nine. 
Moreover Ii** had contracted th** 
habit of silence, which was not to he 
Immediately overcome, 
All this at 
first misled Mine. Dreyfus, who was 
naturally rejoiced by th** recent chang** 
in her husband. 
I^ bori was explain­ 
ing th** case,” Demange continued. 
“Dreyfus remained motionless, silent. 
Apparently his mind was wandering. 
La bori was astonished. 
He asked: 
‘You understand me, do you not, cap­ 
tain? You are interested in my presen­ 
tation of tin* case?’ Dreyfus answered 
slowly: ‘I have been very IU. 
Three 
times I have been struck down by con­ 
gestion of th** brain.

under the sun of Guiana for 50 months. 
My intelligence and memory may have 
been temporarily affect***!, hut so far, I 
believe, I follow you.

Not all of the inhabitants of Lnzcn 
»rr active insurgents. Indeed a consid­ 
erable 
Dumber 
energetically 
oppose 
Agninaldo and his plana 
Of these n a­ 
tive opponents the Macabebes co-oper­ 
ate the 
most 
openly 
and 
are 
best 
known. 
At first 
thought it appears 
itrange that this tribe, native to the 
soil, is opposed in sentim ent to the re­ 
bellion, living, as it does, lo the very 
midst of the Tagalos. But that it is ac­ 
tually assisting in putting down the 
insurrection seems stranger still. When, 
however, it is known that they were 
for years the allies of Spain and assist­ 
ed that nation against the many up­ 
risings that 
have occurred in times 
it is seen that their attitude is 
like that held by certain of the Am eri­ 
can Indian tribes toward ethers of their 
race iii some of the frontier disturb­ 
ances. 
It is wholly a m atter of trible hatred 
and 
feud, deep 
seated and of 
long 
standing. Aguinaldo and his followers, 
recognizing that fact, have not even 
sought to enlist the help of the Maca­ 
b r e and 
have further fanned 
the 
flame by com m itting acts of extreme 
crnelty 
Destruction of property and 
wanton 
murder of individuals have 
beeD perpetrated by insurgent bands in 
Macabebe settlements. 
The long exist­ 
ing 
enmity has again 
taken 
active 
form, and one large band of Macabebes 
i« now quartered in the Walled City. 
To them are issued what is known as 
the Dative ration of rice and beef, and 
they conduct themselves and are by all 
considered as allies in every sense. A n ­ 
other band is with General MacArthur 
at the north and are armed aud used 
aa afoot s. 
The Chinese, though not native to 
the islands, are much harassed by the 
Tagalos and seek retribution in loot­ 
ing at every possible opportunity. 
For 
this a number have been tried by m ili­ 
tary commissions and severest punish­ 
ment adjudged. 
They are between the 
bree, for only last week the bodies of 
several Chinamen were taken from the 
Pasig river 
horribly mutilated, evi­ 
dently as a warning to others from the 
insurgent army. 
I he attitude of such Tagalos as are 
in Manila and its suburbs is seemingly 
one of utter indifference to the prog 
resa of the war 
They have been sus­ 
pected, no doubt rightly, of giving aid 
and comfort to the enemy, but they are 
alteolntely undemonstrative concerning 
the daily defeats of their brothers in 
the field. 
Before the Am erican troops 
had pushed out to a great distance 
from the city it waa possible to hear

Much sickness prevails among mese 
unfortunates as they now congregate 
in the half burned and wholly desolate

Having in many cases lived 
in hiding for weeks in thickets or other 
secluded spots, they are in sorry condi 
tion to withstand disease. 
It happens 
that smallpox, though apparently little 
dreaded by the people, is the prevail­ 
ing form (if illness, and inanv deaths 
must surely occur during the "hot term 
now on us 
The natives, though practicing many 
repulsive and nonhygienic customs, are 
nevertheless quite cleanly in 
person 
As one passes through the long streets, 
where thousands live in squalor, one 
may see at any hour of the day little 
groups of women and children splash­ 
ing and scrubbing in the stream that 
is flowing from the roadside hydrant or 
fire plug. It is not a half hearted dip cr 
shower that the little ones get. 
Many 
a repetition of “ You dirty fco.v!“ is 
there enacted. 
But it ie early on Sun­ 
day mornings that the great bathing 
hour arrives. 
Then by families they 
come, and. while there is much gossip­ 
ing among the idlers as they await 
their turn, the chief purpose is faith­ 
fully to scrub the whole neighborhood, 
j 
The women wear a single thin garment, ! 
bound 
tightly 
under 
tile 
arms and 
reaching a little below the knees, and 
the men wear a pair of loose, white 
trousers. There ie, however, the great­ 
est modesty in all. 
The bathing of a > 
family concluded, it troops off through 
the dazzling sunlight and shortly reap­ 
pears, each member clad in his cleanest 
aud best, and the day s churchgoing or 
visiting is on 
To the eye nothing can 
ie 
more immaculate 
in 
person and 
rlothing than is the Sunday morning 
parade of 
even 
the 
poorest 
native j 
family . 
Uiders to that effect having been re­ 
ceived. many of the regiments of vol­ 
unteers are being made ready to return 
to the States, and many changes of sta­ 
tions and shifting of duties are result­ 
ing therefrom. 
These movement* can 
only be made gradually, since not all of 
the regular regiments have arrived, and 
it will be some months before all the 
states here represented will have bad 
the opportunity to welcome home their 
quotas. 
These returning regiments de­ 
serve all sorts of good things. 
They 
have fought not only valiantly, but 
skillfully. 
Something has been heard 
already of m aking such and such dash­ 
ing colonel the candidate for governor 
of his state, and the men of the regu­ 
lars, though knowing but little of poli­ 
tics, can appreciate the qualities that 
make a good colonel. 
When the volun­ 
teers have gone, the regular regiments 
that are now being hammered into an 
efficient force from a body of men 76 
per cent recruits will take up the work. 
Ju st now and until they get their 
shore legs on each regular regiment as 
it arrives is held in the trenches for a 
short time. 
The soldiers 
of those or­ 
ganizations 
that 
have 
been 
in 
the 
island some weeks have already charac­ 
terized the spasmodic firing the out­ 
posts of each newly arrived regiment 
indulge in for a few nights as being 
only the process 
of acclimatization, 
aud, as the “ underground” announces 
that the H'teenth has moved in on the 
right or left to take the place of the 
battalion or regim ent sent to join L aw ­ 
ton or MacArthur, the news invariably 
provokes many jokes about “ rookie” 
regiments 
m istaking 
banana 
leaves 
shining aud waving in the moonlight 
for the white uniforms of insurgents 
advancing to the attack. 
It is. how­ 
ever, 
not for 
long these jokes have 
foundation for continuance. 
Old ser­ 
geants and sm art corporals soon steady 
the little detachments, and tba new 
men learn fast. 
The versatility of an American regi­ 
ment is aptly illustrated by the recent 
demand made on the Twentieth K an ­ 
sas. 
When Caloocan was reached by 
General MacArthur, about four miles 
of the Manila and Dagupan railroad 
was within the American lines, and 
from oat the ranks of the Kansas regi­ 
ment there came expert track repairers, 
engine 
drivers, firemen 
and all the 
many other required employees for the 
operation Mud m aintenance of the line. 
W ith in a day a “ division” had been 
organized, manned and set going with 
a corporal in charge as superintendent 
As the columns 
have 
fought 
on 
to 
Maloloa and beyond, the bridge gang 
has come out from the various com­ 
panies of the same regiment, and, with 
false work” or other ready device, 
built up damaged structures to that 
now the trains of the “ Tw entieth K an ­ 
sas railroad.” as the men have dubbed 
the line, whistle for stations and grade 
crossings in approved American style 
as they hurry supplies to the north or 
bring in the sick aud wounded from 
the front to the great reserve hospitals. 
The whole operates with as great regu 
larity of service as that maintained by 
the 8anta Fe or Union Pacific in the 
Sunflower State itself. 
The American 
forces having taken over the line com­ 
pletely, 
the 
directors of the English 
company 
that owns 
the 
road 
have 
naught to do but prepare what will un­ 
doubtedly be an enormous bill for “ in­ 
terrupted traffic,” “ prospective prof­ 
its, ” etc.,

them their 
“ teakettles,” 
“ side door 
sleepers” and “ approximately parallel 
streaks of rust. ” 
The men of the command, like all 
soldiers, are much given to song.

He was a soldier in the war of 
the rebellion, serving in the Sixteenth 
I Ohio regiment, and his condition now 
I can be traced directly to exposure auf 
fered while engaged in his country’s 
defense. 
He has suffered from rheums 
tism since the war, but was able to sup­ 
port himself until 15 years ago. 
Since 
then he has been confined to his home 
continually, eave the Chicago Times 
Herald. 
Several weeks ago be learned of a rul­ 
ing of the pension department wherein 
the amount of pension allowed for cer 
twin degrees of disability was set forth 
This fact was to the effect that a person 
drawing the total disability amount. 
$72. must be in need of an attendant 
constantly, while only $50 a month was 
to be allowed when the pensioner wa­ 
in need of an attendant part of the time 
Ballinger 
is a 
very conscientious 
man, and did not think it was right for I 
him to be drawing $72 when lie is not 
in constant need of an attendant. 
Ile 
wrote the pension department about the 
matter, and an agent of the pension de­ 
partment

testimony. W hat action the department 
will take is not known, lint it is the 
feeling of H ullinger’s friends that he is 
entirely too conscientious.

John E. Swearingen of Edgefield, 
made totally blind by an accident when 
7 years old. has just graduated from 
the South Carolina college In Columbia 
at the age of 20. taking the full clas­ 
sical course and making !he highest rec­ 
ord during the entire fun years of any 
mail since the founding of the college 
the first part of tins century. 
He was 
first honor man, delivering an oration 
entitled “Our Heritage,” says tile Chi­ 
cago Inter <)cean. 
The faculty regard Mr. Swearingen 
as a wonder. 
Dr. J . W. Flynn, I). I)., 
says he had been a professor only ten 
years, but had spent years in half a 
dozen colleges of high standing, includ­ 
ing Heidelberg, “and,” said he, " I have 
never met a man to compare with 
Swearingen. 
I 
sincerely regret the 
alumni has not a fund to send him to 
the best places in tin* world thoroughly 
to develop his pawers.

i have not th** means to do this.” 
In exemplification of the man's ex ­ 
traordinary faculties Dr. Flynn said lie 
had tested him in various ways, ever 
to his own astonishment, when one day 
he handed Swearingen a wooden nut­ 
cracker.

T H E M E R R I M A C . 


A M e m o r i a l T a b l e t T h a t A s s e r t a S h e 
D e f e a t e d t h e M o n i t o r . 
The V irginia Daughters of the Con­ 
federacy have recovered w hat is sup­ 
posed to be the shaft of the Confederate 
rani M errim ac (called by the Confeder­ 
ates the Virginia), and have decided to 
erect it as a m onum ent to the memory 
of Adm iral Franklin B uchanan of the 
Confederate navy in Richmond. 
The 
shaft, which was found in a junkshop 
in Richmond, is 27J* feet long and I I '2 
inches in diameter. 
It will be polished 
and bronzed, and will be surm ounted 
by a bust of the adm iral. Franklin Bu 
cbanan camp, United Confederate Vet­ 
erans of Baltimore, will give the in 
scriptiou plate, which has just been 
completed by J. H. Ford Hahn, and 
reads as follows; 
“ Section of the famous ironclad Vir­ 
gin ia's propellei shaft. 
An essential 
portion of the m achinery furnishing 
motive power to the ship in ber engage­ 
ments in Hampton Roads, where she, 
antler command of A dm iral Franklin 
Buchanan, in company w ith her tend­ 
ers, the 
Beaufort, 
Raleigh, Patrick 
Henry, Jam estow n 
and 
Teaser, de­ 
stroyed the United States frigates Con­ 
gress and Cumberland, and crippled 
aud scattered the rem ainder of the fleet. 
March 8, A. D 1862. 
And on the fol­ 
lowing day. after B uchanan was w ound­ 
ed, defeated the ironclad Monitor after 
several hours’ engagem ent, while under 
command of L ieutenant C. R. Jones. 
And again, April ll aud May 8, A. D. 
1862, nuder command of Commodore 
Josiah T attnall, forced the entire block­ 
ading tieet, including the monitor, two 
other ironclads aud several rams. to 
leave the road. 
Tablet contributed by 
the Franklin Buchanan camp, U. C. V., 
No. 745, Baltimore, Md." 
The tablet is of one-eighth inch brass, 
w ith beveled edges, and m easures 12 by 
18 inches. — Baltimore American.
